colored, whose age was 122 years, 
according to family Bible records 
died at her home in West High 
street at 
7 o'clock, Thursday 


evening. 


The woman's age is" vouched for 


by her only survivor, a daughter, 
Miss Elizabeth Ruff", of Philadel- 
phia, who says she saw her moth- 
er's birthday set down in the fam- 
ily Bible as December 8, 1803. 


Mrs. 
Kuff was the widow of 


William Kuff, who died many 
years ago. She was born near 
Pitzer's schoolhouse and was a 
life-long resident of Gettysburg 
and Adams county. 


Keziah's 
maiden 
name 
was 


Thomas. 
She was a daughter 


of the late Mr. and Mrs. John 
Thomas. 
Her husband, William 


Kuff, died February 28, 1896. 


The aged colored woman was 


an ardent lover of tobacco, and 
was seldom without a chew of 
tobacco in her mouth. 
She fre- 


quently used a pipe, and she often 
said that she attributed her long 
life to the constant use of tobacco. 


When she moved to Gettysburg

of the United States in 1803, the 
year of Mrs. Kuff's birth, and the 
nation had barely reached its ma- 
jority, so that she virtually grew 
with the United States. 


Until her last illness, Keziah, as 


was familiarly known fn 


most every man, woman and child 
here, had remarkable powers of 
recollection, and events antedating 
the Civil War by many years 
were vividly recounted by her. 


Keziah was rounding into wom- 


anhood when the first train, pro- 
pelled by steam, was placed in op- 
eration in the United States in 
1832. 
To friends, the aged color- 


ed woman often related that she 
remembered when the first steam 
train was placed in operation. 


Vividly Remembers Battle 


She never was able to definitely 


recall the War of 1812, but fre- 
quently said she remembered her 
parents talking abut it when she 
was a young girl. 


Events of the Battle of Gettys- 


burg were clearly related by the 
aged woman. 


Keziah was a familiar figure 


on the streets here. 
Small in 


stature, her face wrinkled by age, 
she was active up to the time of 
her last illness, which began sev- 
eral months ago. Questioned by 
friends as she walked along, Ke- 
ziah always had a ready answer. 


Usually she carried a basket, 


and sometimes, in recent years, 
she walked with the help of a 
cane. 


According to her daughter, Mrs. 


KufT had four children, two of 
whom died in infancy, and the 
third succumbing later in life. In 
addition to the daughter, two 
grandchildren survive.

The woman's age isvouched for 
by her only survivor, a daughter, 
Miss Elizabeth KufT, of Philadel­ 
phia, who says she saw her moth­ 
er’s birthday set down in the fam­ 
ily Bible as December 8, 1803. 
Mrs. Kuff was the widow 
of 
William 
Kuff, 
who died 
many 
years ago. 
She was horn near 
Pitzer’s ichwtlhouse and 
was a 
life-long resident of Gettysburg 
and Adams county. 
Keziah’s 
maiden 
name 
was 
Thomas. 
She was a daughter 
of the late Mr. and Mrs. John 
Thomas. 
Her husband, William 
Kuflf, died February 28, 1896. 
The aged colored woman was 
an ardent lover »>f tobacco, and 
was seldom without a chew of 
tobacco in her mouth. 
She fre­ 
quently used a pipe, and she often 
said that she attributed her long 
life to the constant use of tobacco. 
When she moved to Gettysburg 
is not known, but her parents are 
said to hate built the log cabin 
on West High street, which stands 
abandoned beside the one-room 
weather-boarded shack in which 
Mrs. KufT spent her last years and 
in which she died. 
Born In Log Cabin 
The log cabin is said to have 
been one of the first structures in 
this vicinity, and 
when 
erected 
was in the midst of a dense w(Hid­ 
ed section of country. 
In that 
cabin, the aged colored 
woman 
lived for many years. 
Thomas Jefferson was president 


of the United States in 1803, the 
year of Mrs. Huff's birth, and the 
nation had barely reached its ma­ 
jority, so that she virtually grew 
with the United States. 
Until her last illness, Keziah, as 
she was familiarly known to al­ 
most every man. woman and child 
here, had remarkable powers of 
recollection, and events antedating 
the 
Civil 
War by many years 
were vividly recounted by her. 
Keziah was rounding into wom­ 
anhood when the first train, pro­ 
pelled by steam, was placed in op­ 
eration in the United States in 
1832. 
To friends, the aged color­ 
ed woman often related that she 
remembered when the first steam 
train was placed in operation. 
Vividly Remembers Battle 
She never was able to definitely 
recall the War of 1812, but fre­ 
quently said she remembered her 
parents talking abut it when she 
was a young girl. 
Events of the Battle of Gettys­ 
burg were clearly related by the 
aged woman. 
Keziah was a familiar figure 
on the streets 
here. 
Small 
in 
stature, her face wrinkled by age, 
she was active up to the time of 
her last illness, which began sev­ 
eral months ago. 
Questioned by 
friends as she walked along, Ke­ 
ziah always had a ready answer. 
Usually she carried a basket, 
and sometimes, in recent years, 
she walked with the help of a 
cane. 
According to her daughter, Mrs. 
Kuff had four children, two of 
whom died in infancy, and the 
third succumbing later in life. 
In 
addition 
to 
the daughter, two 
grandchildren survive. 
Funeral services Sunday after­ 
noon at 2 o'clock at Asbury A. M. 
E. church, the Rev. Mr. Lyles of­ 
ficiating. 
Interment in the colored 
cemetery.

Leave Liquor On Canned Peas. 
Packers Declare, in Order to 
Get Full Taste. 


“Don’t drain the liquor from canned 
peas if you want 
to 
retain 
their 
natural flavor.” 
That is the advice of J. I. Bur- j 
goon, member of the firm of Burgoon 
and Tingling, local packers, to house­ 
wives, who are in the habit of pour­ 
ing off the liquor as soon as they 
open a can of peas. 
‘T hat liquid is absolutely pure, and 
contains many of the chemical ele­ 
ments needed by the body and furnish­ 
ed by the vegetable,” the packer de­ 
claring, adding, “Canners spend thou­ 
sands and thousands of dollars a year 
for sugar and salt to give peas a 
better flavor and then housewives dis­ 
card the syrup when they open a can 
of the vegetable.” 
In an effort to educate housewives 
to the advantage of warming the peas 
in their own 
liquor, 
Burgoon 
and 
Tingling have printed on the labels 
of their cans, “Serve these peas in 
their own liquor to retain the natural 
flavor.” 
The Burgoon and Tingling plant 
has closed its fifth and most success­ 
ful canning season, with a total pack 
of approximately 12,0<>0 cases of peas. 
There are 24 cans to a case. 
44,000 Cans In A Day 
On the busiest day of the three- 
weeks' season, 44,000 cans of peas 
were packed, and the force of forty 
men and women were kept going at 
top speed from early in the morning 
until midnight. 
According to Mr. Burgoon, canned 
vegetables are purer than the home- 
canned variety, and are less expensive, 
in the long run. 
In the canning of 
peas, hands never touch 
the 
little 
green balls from the time the viners 
heat the vegetables from the pods un­ 
til the cans are placed in large vats 
and pressure-eooked for 28 minutes. 
The nearest a human hand comes 
in contact with the peas is on a long 
table on both sides of which spotlessly- 
clean women watch the peas go past 
them on an endless canvas roller, and 
pick out any hits of gravel, pods or 
imperfect peas. 
Every effort is made to place the 
peas on the consumer’s table “as near 
IOO per cent pure, palatable and per­ 
fect as possible,” according to the 
canner. 
A liquor of boiling water, sugar 
and salt is added to the peas just 
before the cans pass through the cap­ 
ping machine, where lids are clamped 
to the cans under pressure. 
Reach High Temperature 
Peas are st ca rn-cooked, 
and 
the 
same sterilization is given the vege­ 
table in 28 minutes under pressure as
